3. Claim(s) 9-14 is/are deemed to be allowable in light of the applicant's amendment and in view of 
the fact that the closest prior art of record Friend et al. [US 6,468,476 (2002)] does not alone or in 
combination with other prior art do not teach and/or reasonably suggest a method for analyzing mRNA 
molecules in a eukaryotic cell (i.e. Claim 9) wherein the relative rates of mRNA degradation for mRNA 
transcripts is determined by comparing the frequencies of synthesis and steady-state concentrations.
